built in tliisciiy recently, the vehicle being fully equal, if not 
superior,' to those constructed al the North, while the eosi has 
a materially less, facts which speak favorably forho enter- 
prise and New Orleans mechanics; the Ambulance Corps has 
been broughl to a high degree of perfection, and the Real and 
alacrity displayed bj thestudents and dri Brvingof 
unstinted commendation. The upper storj of the Ambulance 
Hums*: has been divided off into quarters for both thestudents 
and drivers, a faol worthyofsome notice, because until then, 
the bed rooms of the Ural year students were located in the main 
Hospital building - rooms were cramped and confined, 
the ventilation being particularly defective, This matter has 
been & subject of solidtade to the Board, who feared the delete 
rlous effecte of such unsanitary conditions npon the health of 
the inmates of these rooms, bill were powerless, until quite lately 
to apply the proper remedy, 
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The ereafci rf a clinic for skin diseases, under ifce eharg* 

of Dr. -Blanc, and the purchase of a oompl trio battery, 

Bare also worthy of Bpecial note. 

There were 5807 new patients admitted to the Hospital dur 
ingtheyear L886; if to the above be added 556 sick, who were 
ied over from LS85, the toted namber of patients iu the bouse 
dnringtbe past year, amounted to 6S8S. There were 960 deatka, 
making a death rate of r> percent. This will be seen, however, 
to be unfair to the Hospital, for, of the patients admitted dur- 
ing the year, 71 died on the very day of their admission, and 96 
oo ilio day following, showing the verj nnfavorable condition of 
such sick on their entrance, tf dueallowance be made for these 
facts, the de ith rate would be reduced to about 12 percent. On 
paring the years L885 and L886, 11 will be seen that the Hos- 
pital sheltered beneath its roof, during the past twelve months, 
386 patients less than in L885. 

Owing to the large number of colored people who enter the 
institution, there is overcrowding in the wards allotted them, a 
natter to which your Excellency's attention is respectfully di- 
rieeted. 

The out-door clinic lias been numerously attended, there 

laving been t3,3S6 applications for relief in both medical and 

fieal eases, all ol which received the necessary treatment ana

This class of appropriations tor the maintenance of the 
Hospital have been uncertain in their value and has much 
hampered any positive calculation as bo revenne. 

[n ronnd figures, the Bospital hasreceived firomtheState 
in Bnch assets 143,750 r<>r the entire year. The full sum of these 
warrants have been bypotbeeated to the Louisiana National and 
the Hibernia National Banks for equal amounts of *21,875 each, 
and on which has been borrowed a total outstanding Sam of 
,625, or abonl sixty-three cents on the dollar. 
These loans to the Bospitalare liable to be called tot a1 anj 
time, and in that evem the warrants would haveto besoldat 
the best market price. At present, their value is aominal in 
character, with hopes of an irriprovemect at an early date. 
The diseount account of the Hospital is debited withtHOOaa 
interesl to banks mi the loans.

H was found 
necessary during the year to contract for a uew boiler and alter 
the flues in the one purchased last year. The amount of this 
work owiiii; Mr. John Ward is unpaid, being not yet due. His 
bills amount to $1228 98. 

kBT.ES OF RECEIPTS AND DIBBTJSSBHENTS. 

These tables, upon comparison, present an evenness with 
the previous year. The year (1886) closed with the December 
bills unpaid, which, with balance due on salaries for officers 
($400), and employees, etc. (*11O0i, have been liquidated in 
January of the present year. 

The difference between the face value of the warrants of 
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L886 (143,760), and the amount borrowed thereon (§27,625), 
being their probable presenl value, shows si clear loss of 916, L25, 
and is the reason for the unpaid balances noted above.

dimifcmcii- — Your Finance Committee would call your atten- 
tion to the full and comprehensive report of Itae Secretary and 
Treasurer covering the fiscal affairs of the 1 Fo^pii -al; they have 
but little to add thereto, beyond a reference to the situation 
growing out of the uncertain value of the Hospital warrants, 
etc. 

Tin- figures of the Secretarj and Treasurer indicate a loss of 
Borne sixteen thousand dollars to the revenue of the Hospital, 
arising from the constant disconnt on the warrants issued by 
tin- state hi the institution, and evenat thai ruinous percentage 
it has been difficult to effect a sale, hi fact, the recent law of 
the Legislature virtually inhibited a sale until hypothecation 
bad been exhausted, and the consent of the Governor obtained 
for their selling. Upon a proper showing on the part of the 
Hoard thai such sale was necessary, the Governor consented 
thereto, but the extreme dullness of the market has precluded 
its accomplishment up to the present. 

The direct consequence of this condition oi things is exhib- 
ited in the fact that the utilization of the amount of discount 
suffered would have enabled as to close the year with all indebt- 
edness paid. 

[I is to be hoped that the present year will, in this regard. 
result mure fortuitously to the finances of the Hospital. 

Vom Committee have made an accurate calculation of the 
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I 'iM- capita of maintaining the Hospital, ami find thai foi 
past year il is forty cents This calculation is based upon the 
Nested revenue of the Hospital, and has been divided 
by the numbc-i- of all its inmates, patients, officers and 
plcyeee. 

This is certainly a moderate cost imli*tcluall\. when you 
toke into account the mete that provisions for the patients are 
not stinted, either as to their sustenance 01 medical care, besides 
which all improvements and repairs to the Hospital buildings 

are attended to.

port the following improvements for the year 1886. 

PORTICO IN FRONT OF H MS BUILDING, ETC. 

The old pavement forming tbe portico of the Wain Build- 
which had become worn and disjointed from age and long 
use, lias been taken up and been replaced by the Schillinger 
patent pavement, laid evenly and substantially, with a neatly 
framed inscription at the front of tbe ball way door, read! 
"Charity Hospital, erected 1832." The best of the old pave- 
ment lias been used to replace the wooden flooring transversely 
in front of the Amphitheatre, thus insuring a lasting surface. 

HOSPiTA-L HEATERS. 

Under the personal work and direct ion of Mr. John Ponder, 
the Engineer of the Hospital, steam beaters have been placed in 
every ward of the Hospital, so supplied with cheek valves a.s to 
admit of any temperature suitable for the inmates — the heat, 
being generally regulated at about 70° in the cold days of winter. 

\K\V BOILEE, ETC. 

In accordance with the requirements growing out of [in- 
additional area for heating, a new boiler has been obtained and 
the lubes of the two old boilers taken out and changed to dues 
insuring economy in fuel with enlarged power of steam heating. 
The roof of the Engine House proper has beeu raised some six 
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feet and a series, of swinging windowB introduced, giving lull 
light and thorough ventilation to the machinery department.

A complete Electric B-ittery and appurtenances was par- 
chased from the estate of the Late Dr. I. L. Crawconr at an 
exceedinglj cheap figure, and have been placed in an impro- 
vised room Dear the elevator on the second door.

The second-storj rooms have been neatly furnished for 
eighl ot'the Resident Students and the two drivers of the ambu 
lances, and at night, at the tap of the electrical gong, drivers. 

ami sunle.,1,, pass, [own t he ■■ slip poles » and in a few seconds 
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are iti their respective positions on the vehicle and ushered into 
the street. 

A new ambulauce hae been imili In the firm of D. DriscolJ 
.*i Biro., of this city, and has lately been delivered. 

li is a creditable piece of work, fully equal in every respect 
to the two built at the North, aud was famished at a less price. 

This gives the Bervice the benefit of three ambulances, and 
will enable the Hoard to keep two in constant service and all in 
full repair. 

The public appear to be grateful for the additions of the 
Ambulance Service to the Hospital, and owe it to themselves to 
see that their contributions for its maintenance are at all times 
forthcoming.

Ges0*me*—1 have the honor to report on the medical man- 
agement of the Hospital, and submit the records for L886. 

Ai the last report, 556 patients remained under treatment: 
during the year, 5807 nem patients were admitted. Thfl total of 
inmates treated was 6363; white 1738, colored L625; males 1882, 
females L481. Of the admissions, 116 were children under ten 

years: \>7 while, in colored. 

The admissions were 386 Leas than the previous year, and 
l I7;i Less than in L8S4, This farther reduction in the numberof 
admissions indicates Ibe continued good health of this city and 
the lower Mississippi Valley. 

The daily average of inmates was greatesi in December, tiai': 
smallest in Jane, 5U, The daily average of inmates, daring 
the year, was 567; 15, the daily average of admission*. 

Of the 6361 inmates treated, I7)>t were discharged; cured 
2724, or 57 per cent.; improved 1512, or 31 per cent.; unim- 
proved 510, or 10 per cent- 
There were 960 deaths a total mortality of 15 per cent. 
Of the total deaths, 71 occurred on the day of admission; 96 mi 
the following day,showing the critical condition in which many 
patients are admitted. Deducting these L67 deaths, the mor- 
tality is reduced to 12 per cent. 

Pulmonary Consumption caused L67 deaths, a little more 
than one-sixth of the total mortality. True, 25 of the fatal oases 
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came from other States, expecting beoefll l»y change of climate; 
but -so of the number had resided in Louisiana one year ;nnl 
longer; while (50 were natives, These figures show bhe fre- 
quency Hi' bhe disease in our midst, and its fatality should teach 
stricter obedience to all sanitary Laws, which are in any way 
protective. 

The records of the Outdoor Department, herewith sub- 
mitted, sho^ the treatment of 13,336 eases. The benefits of this 
department, intended foi those only who are needy and worthy, 
arc too frequently sought by people who have means to secure 
medical attendance elsewhere. In the Out door Clinics 
treated the milder types of disease, and also maoyp more 

raslj ill. who prefer to lire at home and corneal intervals 

for consultation and surgical dressing. This plan proves an 

iai. At present, the out door patients are 

bed in the Hospital buildings, and many of them, in the 
presence of the inmates. However orderly bhe management, 
the dailj irisita my patients necessarily disturb the 

inmates. The necessity of a separate building for the Out-door 
Department, as urged inmj List annua] report, becomes more 
and more apparent. In this conned ion. an < >ut-door 1 tiapensary 
atemplated, but a building in which the work of out 
door relief, comprising criptions, minor sur- 

gery, surgical dressings, etc., could go on, without disturbing 

inmates of the Hospital, 

During the year jusl closed, tin- medical service has been 
Improved by the establishment of a department forthespe 
treatmeut o( Diseasesof the Skin; and also by ib on in 

tin* .Main Building of a 36 -cell alectric battery, which adds 
greatly to the facilities i'<>v n< is Diseases. 

The number of colored people admitted into medical wards 
eds tho accommodatioi part for them. It is necessary 

to open an additional medical ward for colored men. 
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The Lying-in Department for colored women should in 
time be extended and improved. An additional room, like I lu- 
Eye Operating Boom, huiii in the lear of the old Pen 
Department, would enlarge tin- ward space sufficiently, and 
much Improve the welfare of these patients. 

The Miii 1 1 Building has been much Improved and tb< 
tiiMits made more comfortable h\ the introduction of steam 
radiators in each ward; imi there ye) remains the necessity of 
freer escapee for the heated air and freer communication, by 
transoms, between the air of the wardsand the halls. 

Fui-thermore, In thia connection, I bee to submit that the 
Banitary condition of the Main Bailding, erected in 1832, will 
never be entire!} satisfactory, nor the Hospital Sewer System 
complete, until better water-closet roduced, as urged in 

prerc ions reports, 

ft becomes my duty to report the irregular' attendance of 
the Visiting Staff, which is inconsistent with the welfare of 
patients, as well us the preservation ot system in the medical 
I respectfully recommend that the membership of the 
staff be limited to a number capable of doing the work and 
willing to attend their wards regularly. A smaller staff ol 
punctual members would be preferable, and a limited member- 
ship would enhance the honor of election. A daily register of 
the attendance of each member of the staff should be kept, as 
done in many well-ordered institutions, and submitted with 
applications fur . in, to guide yon in bestowing honors 

where they have been deserved. 

A change should be made in the manner of keeping the 
clinical records of the Hospital. The Beaidenl Studentehave 

been taxed with increased duties since Hit" extension of the 
buildings, more especially since the inauguration of the A.mbo 
lane, so thai ii seems Impracticable for them to keep 

i he full notes of all oases, as contemplated in the present system. 
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herewith is submitted a plan, which will materially lessen 
their labors and yel preserve records sufflcieutlj complete. \'>\ 
the method proposed, the cardinal points in the history of ali 
cases are tabulated, reserving onr present system of fall notes 
only for the record of cases of unusual medical interest. 

The statistical value of the Annual Report of the Hospital 
>i be improved bj adherence to ;i moreanlform aomencla- 
tare of disease. I respectfolly suggest that the nomenclature 
of the Royal College <>r Physi Loudon, now adopted by 

He* American Medical Association ami by some of the 
American hospitals, be approved by the Board, and printed 
es fnrnished for the gi of the Medical Staff. 

The completion of the Ambulance House is an important 
even! in the records of the jpar. The electrical appliances, 
introduced by the Engineer, .Mr. P are excellent, and the 

facilities for rapid action now enable the Ambulance Corps to 
start on a call within one minute from the time <>f signal This 
service is working satisfactorily, and I cannol commend too 
highly the efficiency and seal with which the members of the 
Corps discharge their duty, The ambulances should be resen ed 
t'ni cases of emergency only, to attend the more seriously ill 
and injured; other? ise t he Ambulance Surgeons are anuei e 
rilj called from other importanl duties. The extent of the use- 
fulness >it this department will appear in the Report of the 
Ambulance Service, herewith presented, in which are recorded 
508 oases conveyed to the Hospital. 192 surgical eases dressed 
on the spot, and 110 carried from the place of aceidenl tot! 
horn 

summary of the work of the year shows that the Hos 

pital has given relief to 6363 inmates and 18,336 out-door pa 

ts, maUing' a total of 19,699, all tabulated in special reports, 

herewith presented.
